I n investigating the subject 
of 
the 
"conservation of forests, to learn 
what 
other nations have accomplished along 
this line we find that forestry is prac­ 
t i c e d by every civilized country except 
China and Turkey. 
One hundred and 
fifty 
years ago, Germany first saw the 
necessity of preserving her forests, and 
aince then her system has been extend- 
. ed Until, it is one of the best in the. 
world. 
In 54 years, she has increased 
'seven-fold, the money returns from an 
average acre of forests. 
France also, 
after denuding her lands 
saw—almost 
too 
late—the 
folly 
of 
such 
ruthless 
.waste, and has now 
spent 
fifty 
mil­ 
lion 
dollars in 
establishing 
a 
system 
of conservation through which she has 
succeeded' in 
putting 
forestry on 
a 
paying 
basis. 
Switzerland 
started 
forest regulations GOO years ago, and 
now has an admirable system. 
Other 
countries such as Eussla, 
Italy, 
Nor­ 
way, Sweden, India, and Japan, have 
all seen the necessity of the preserva­ 
t i o n 
of their forests 
and 
reforesting 
cut-over lands. 
• 
Let us consider on the other 
hand 
the history of forestry in the 
United 
States. 
When this 
country w a s 
first 
settled, the forests were so 
extensive 
that our forefathers gave not a thought 
-to the necessity of 
being 
economical 
in the use of wood. 
Around the Great 
Lakes and elsewhere, exceedingly val 
liable timber w a s found. 
Soon it was 
cut down so ruthlessly, so 
wastefully 
i n 
fact, that almost before men 
rea 
lized 
it 
the 
seemingly 
inexhaustable 
forests of the east and northeast began 
to 
give 
out. 
Whole 
countries 
were 
^laid bare by the lumberman, and great 
tracts of timber were converted 
into 
desolate wastes b y forest 
fires. 
Then 
men began to think and consult about 
•planting and to plan for the conserva­ 
t i o n 
of 
the remaining 
forests. 
Ulti­ 
mately the present system of National 
Forests 
was 
established, 
the 
purpose' 
Toeing to perpetuate the forests b y in­ 
suring their 
renewal and 
permanent 
growth, 
to prevent 
rough land 
from 
erosion, to give forests adequate pro­ 
tection from 
fire 
and 
to protect 
the 
. 
flow 
of the streams amid forest' covr 


T * « r e d hills, but even yet, people do not 
realize the importance of conservation, 
for 
we 
are 
taking from 
the 
forests 
three and one half times as much wood 
as is added 
thereto b y 
new' growth. 
•Less than one-third of the trees felled 
b y the woodman are ever used. 
It has 
"been established that wo have in store 
enough timber to last t w e n t y or thirty 
years. 
We use six times as much wood 
a s any. other nation in the world. 
A t 
t h e 
highest 
estimate 
our hard 
wood 
-will last but sixteen years, providing 
w e do not burn it, and the demand re­ 
mains the same. 
All this shows 
that 
almost without consideration and with­ 
out foresight wo have placed ourselves 
not 
deliberately, 
but 
thoughtlessly, 
where timber famine is almost inevita­ 


ble. 
Such a famine would affect every 


man, 
woman and child in the 
United 
States. 
If the time ever comes when 
/the forests are gone, our land will be 
but an assemblage of bald mountains, 
of barren turfless hills, arid hot, morci- 
less deserts. 
» 


Let us consider the question of con­ 
ditions, in 
our own state. 
California 
stands third in tho United States in the 
extent of her forests but strangely in 
consistant with this is the fact 
that 
she 
has 
no state 
forests 
whatsoever 
and has ,dono very little towards con 
aervation. 
She has been very wasteful 
i n cutting the timber, and she is now 
being compelled to pay for this waste. 
A n example is the Oweris Eiver pro­ 
ject. 
A t 
a 
cost 
of 
over 
twenty-five 
million dollars Los Angeles built 
the 
grant 
acqueduct, 
thereby 
securing 
a 
bountiful water supply, but if she had 
begun 
one generation 
ago to 
protect 
t h e mountains from fire and to replant 
them, she might havo been spared tho 
greater 
part 
of 
this 
expense. 
H o w 
many citizens of the San Gabriel val­ 
l e y realize that if the wnter sheds, of 
, 
tho 
Sierra 
Madre 
mountains 
were 
thickly reforested and given ample fire 
protection, we should never have a re­ 
currence of tho devastating flood that 
swept this valley a year ago. 
Anyone 
driving 
along 
the Foothill 
boulevard 
will note at Monrovia, at Glendora and 
a t San Dimas the futility 6f building 
ditches until the debris is 
restrained

safety and patriotism. 
From the mere­ 
ly prosaic standpoint of their necessi­ 
ties, from the* sordid standpoint of dol­ 
lars 
and 
cents, 
saved 
to 
them, 
tho 
people have a right 
to demand 
that 
the 
destruction 
of 
the 
forests 
shall 
cease. 


But aside from the question of profit 
and loss tnere is the esthetic phase of 
forest 
conservation. 
The 
beauty 
of 
our forests has been somewhat appre­ 
ciated for one of the 
first 
legislative 
acts for the protection of forests had 
for its object the preservation of the fa­ 
mous big trees of 
California. 
These 
noble trees are the relics and 
monu­ 
ments of

stood through centuries like 
sentinels, 
lofty, 
silent 
and 
serene. 
And 
we 
should reverence them as 
monuments, 
for t h e ' world has no other 
Sequoias 
They should be preserved like the pyra­ 
mids or the Parthenon.

are also admirable 
recreation 
spots, 
and the government has Inaugurated a 
plan to encourage their use for recrea­ 
tion purposes by allowing 
tho 
estab­ 
lishment of summer resorts under lease 
for a.period of thirty years. 
Think of 
tho grandeur and beauty that pervade 
these 
forest-covered 
recreation 
spots! 
In 
the 
cool fragrant - interior 
of

forest the turmoil of the ordinary world 
seems trifling and 
unimportant.

B U S Y W I T H W A R 
T R A D E . 


H o w much we may differ regarding 
the policy of the sale of munitions of 
war to the belligerents in Europe, all 
will agree that the supplying of food­ 
stuffs, 
clothing, 
shoes 
and 
horses 
is 
legitimate. 
And in this connection the 
Brockton, 
(Mass.) 
Enterprise 
gives 
some interesting figures regarding 
the 
extent 
to 
which 
the 
war 
stimulates 
the shoe business. 
It says: 
leather goods for 
the 
nine 
months 
pending 
March 
31, were 
.$84,000,000. 
This is just twice as much for the cor 
responding period a 
year ago. 
The 
gain w a s undoubtedly the greatest in 
the history of the American shoe trade. 
It is doubtful if it is equaled in the 
future, 
though 
the entrance 
of 
Italy 
into the European war, and the pros 
pects of other nations engaging brings 
up the possibilities that nations of E u 
rope m a y want even greater supplies of 
shoes and leather than they have so far 
called for. 
The exports of shoes 
for 
t h e 
nine-month period 
totaled 
8J60Q, 
P00 pairs, worth $15,600,000. 
This w a s 
an increase of 1,000,000 pairs, and of 
1,000,000 over shipments for tho cor­ 
responding period a year ago. The ex 
ports of leather of all kinds for 
the 
nine-month period totaled to $40,000, 


000, 
an increase of $20,000,000 over ex 
ports for the coresponding period of a 
year ago. 


The 
large 
increase 
in 
the 
exports 
of shoes was due chiefly to the 
ship 
ment of shoes on war contracts. Franco 
has become the largest buyer of Amor 
ican 
shoes 
among 
nations. 
France 
took 
1,508,000 
pairs 
of 
shoes in 
the 
nine-month period, and paid $3,755,000 
for them. 
For the corresponding per 
iod-a year ago, in time of peace, France 
took but 87,000 pairs, paying $285,000 
for them. 
The United Kingdom 
took 
nearly $1,000,000 worth of shoes during 
tho nine-month period, or about three 
times as much as a year ago. 
Other 
European 
countries 
took 
$2,2(55,000 
worth of shoes, or about twice us much 
as for the corresponding period.

COLLEGES A N D I N T E M P E R A N C E . 
Christian Science Monitor. 


There i s encouragement 
in the increasing outspokenness of believers 
in 
temperance among students in the older and larger universities of the. E a s t 
•where academic traditions, social customs, and exclusive student clubs 
flourish 
a»d where it calls for more courage to attack intemperance than it does in 
educational institutions farther west. 
Yale, for instance, at this commence­ 
ment, is to have many of its class reunions without the customary proffer of 
liquors to returning alumni. 
This reflects a wholesome change of attitude among 
men who are out in the world and who may be said to lefloct the opinion of 
contemporary 
society, 
which 
undoubtedly i s hardening 
against 
the 
liquor 
traffic. 
% 


B u t what we especially welcome is the swelling opposition among undergrad­ 
uates, against the assumed necessity of having liquors at student social gather­ 
ings during the academic year. 
Of course, in a very large proportion of the 
colleges of the U n i t e d States t h a t were founded and still are controlled by re­ 
ligious denominations, this issue long ago was settled by a prohibition Issued 
b y the college authorities and sincerely supported by student opinion. 
I t is* 
in the older universities, seated i n or near large cities, and influenced-more or 
less by " s o c i e t y " and social conventions, that student tippling Is still tolerated 
and winked at by students and by academic authorities. 
But, as events at 
Harvard University during the past year have shown, the complaisant policy 
is being challenged. 
Referenda among the students are being forced by 
the 
temperance minority. 
Youth now coming in from the high schools of the coun­ 
try, and representing a more democratic and more ethically aggressive senti­ 
ment than 
flourishes 
in the private schools which BO long have dominated the 
t>lder universities, are pressing the issue. 
Nor are they stopping with trying 
to convert the student body to temperance. 
They are asking that the college 
and university authorities, especially where the college city or town has excluded 
the saloon, in no w a y condone what practically amounts to lawbreaking by fail­ 
ing to act forbiddingly against exclusive social clubs of students whose club­ 
houses are really if not nominally venders of liquors. 


Failure to prohibit such evasion of law and connivance with such trickery 
as is practiced b y theBe clubs practically puts^a college or university in the 
ranks of a lawbreaker, and subjects it to the charge of inconsistency between 
its instruction of students in social ethics and in good citizenship and its formal 
practise. 
This issue at last having been raised at Harvard University, both by 
students and by law officers charged with enforcement of the liquor statutes, 
a significant decisive answer by tho university one way or the other would seem 
to be-imperative. 


P A S S I N G OP A R U R A L DISFIGUREMENT:* 
Advertising matter t h a t is Intended primarily to reach the fanner is rapidly 
disappearing from t h e American countryside, according to a writer in the Breed­ 
er's Gazette, a progressive agricultural periodical. 
The farmer is reached i n 
these d a y s by vendors of commodities i n other ways. 
T h e rural delivery postal 
system brings him circulars, catalogues, magazines, and, of course, his regular 
daily newspaper. 
H e Is more bountifully supplied w i t h advertising matter in 
general than ever before, and, w e believe,it m a y truly b e said, b y a better k i n d 
of advertising matter. 
• 
\ 


B u t there is anothei and an even more satisfactory explanation for the 
decline of the rural roadside advertisement. 
The American farmer has grown 
out of toleration of it. 
The writer roforred to is right, w e think, in s s r i n g 
that the farmer is coming to value the beauty about him and to see in the coun­ 
tryside something more than a site for billboard stands, 
H e Is no longer 
willing, as a rule, to have his barn roof, bis fences, his gates, or evon the fine 
old tree in front of his farm converted into a cheap advertising agency. 


This* i s tho best part of it. 
L a w s for the prevention of the disfigurement 
of nature, to say the least, are difficult of enforcement in a democratic nation. 
I f the American farmer is sot on encouraging those who plaster the country 
districts w i t h advertising signs, i t i s difficult to see h o w h e can b e moved by l a w 
from tho eror of his way. 'Legally, he has a right to use the roof of his barn 
or tho front of his homo as a billboard. 
N o t much is gained by threatening him. 
H e i s seldom intimidated into doing anything he does not wish to do. 
B u t if 
he is learning to respect nature, to appreciate the simple grandeur of rural 
scenery, to see that he has no moral right to permit the disfigurement of his 
land oven though ho hold i t i n f e e simple, then the fight against the way»ide 
advertiser is as good as won.

this 
ideal have wo lifted tho sword for ourselves and for others as well. 


Tho advont of Independence day has a special significance for the newspa­ 
per fraternity this year. 
I t seems that w e have definitely passed one of tho 
greatest crises, if not tho greatest, in tho history of our country and ono which 
m a y have drawn tis into tho maelstrom of blood which is now being shed in 
E u r o p e 
The dark cloud has passed; its shadow merely remains. 


I t is tho duty of every newspapor man to stand by our leaders while even 
this slightest shadow remains. 
A t the same time wo should all of us work 
for peace at all times when it con bo attained with honor. 
The spirit of in 
dependence, which i s one of our most cherished ideals and possessions, has 
nothing to do with bluster or with sword rattling.

PESTS. THESIS IS ENTITLED: "A STUDY OF SOAP POWDERS USED 
IN SPRAYING CITRUS TREES." 


In the days before people thought 
of bringing orange trees to California, 
there existed on many of the native 
plants a number 
of pests. 
Among 
these were scale, spiders, and fungi. 
In 
addition to these 
pests ^native 
to the state, 
some have been acci­ 
dentally introduced from other locali­ 
ties. 
When the citrus 
trees 
were

and air from the tree. 
This scale 
probably sucks some of the juice and 
sap from the tree. 


Since fruit growers first began to 
use scientific methods to kill scale, two 
methods, which are radically different 
in their principles, have gradually de­ 
veloped. 
These two methods are fumi­ 
gation and spraying. In spraying, tne 
principle used is to apply to the tree 
a poisonous gas, which kills the scale. 
To accomplish this, each tree is cov­ 
ered with a ,tent and a jar containing 
a solution of sodium or 
potassium 
cyanide is put beneath. 
The tent is 
made as air tight as possible, and sul­ 
phuric acid is poured into the cyanide 
solution. 
The resulting reaction forms 
hydrocyanic acid gas, which is con­ 
fined by the tent and spreads among 
the leaves and branches of the tree. 
The fumigation, when properly done, 
is by far the more efficient and satis­ 
factory of the methods. 
However, it 
has several drawbacks. 
In the first 
place, it is very expensive. 
Another 
objection is, that a certain amount of 
gas must be generated for each cubic 
foot of space occupied by the tree, 
and to do this, tno size of each tree 
must be judged. 
This method is liable 
to error, and if an error is made, an 
underdose does not kill the scale, while 
an overdose injures the tree. The ex­ 
pense, however, is the principal draw­ 
back to this method. 


In spraying, a 
water 
solution of 
chemicals is applied to the tree as a 
spray. 
The solution is mixed' in a 
tank, and is prayed on the trees in the 
form of a flno mist, through a nozzle, 
under a pressure of about two hundred 
pounds obtained 
by a 
force pump. 
Among the substances 
which 
have 
beon tried are Bordeaux mixture, sul­ 
phur and limo, oil emulsions, and soap 
powders. 
Those sprays are cheap and 
easily applied, and as a fungicide are 
very officiont. As jm Insecticide thoy 
are not so successful. 
Soap powders, 
in particular, kill somo black scale, 
but not all. If not applied properly 
they aro of little Valuo. 
Howevor, 
during tho past fow years their cheap­ 
ness has led to a rather oxtensivo use 
in tho control of black scale. 
Investi­ 
gations of the sprayers have 
estab­ 
lished standard methods as to strength 
of solution, time of application, and 
Other dutails. 
Many of tho growers 
aro not satisfied with the results now 
obtained from tho use of soap powders. 
It is possible that , further investiga­ 
tions will improve the composition of 
tho powders and tho method of appli­ 
cation, so that they will be more suc­ 
cessful. 


Thore is one drawback against them 
that is likely to cause their use to be 
discontinued, unless 
they 
are 
im­ 
proved. 
A few weeks after an or­ 
chard has been sprayed, using the so­ 
lution of the powders, tho young leaves 
wither and drop, and after a few 
months, dead twigs appear. 
The next 
yoar, there' is often, on the sprayed 
trees, 
no appreciable 
crop. 
Thus, 
though the powders are cheap in the 
beginning, they are a loss to the grow­ 
ers jn the end. 


The powders used are the same as 
the well known brands in the kitchen. 
There are several different things in 
their use, each pf which might cause 
harm to the tree. The spray solution 
contains soap and sodium 
carbonate. 
Tho harmful effects on the tree might 
bo duo to either of these constituents, 
or to sodium hydroxide formed by hy­ 
drolysis, 
In order to kill the scale, 
tho trees must be thoroughly saturat­ 
ed with tho spray. 
This covers the 
loaves with 
fatty mutter, forming a 
soup film over them, which loses the 
pores. It is possible that this may in­ 
terfere with the normal functions of 
tho leaves. In so saturating the tree, 
a groat deal runs off onto the ground. 
This sinks into the soil, and in drying 
forms a crust on the ground under the 
tree. 
This crust is alkaline, ami may 
have something to do with the harmful 
effects on the tree. 


Van Hlyke and Truer (,T. Am. Chom. 
Hoc, 
l!)0. 
r), 
l'age 
Hi) found 
thnt 
variable results in sprays are due to 
different 
comyositiou in soaps. 
This 
different 
composition 
often 
occurs, 
oven in samples from different 
parts 
of a single barrel of tho powder. Tho 
manufacturers, 
howovitr, are endeav­ 
oring to tinII out a powder especially 
for spraying, which shall be of uni­ 
form composition. 


Van Slyke mid Truer (Van Slyke 
and Truer, .1. Am. Them. Hoc, 1005, 
page Till) also found that up to five 
per cent of free iilknli in the soups 
had no injurious 
e f f e c t 
o n t h e trees. 
The proportion 
they 
used was one 
pound of soap to seven trillions of 
water. 
This seems to point to the 
fact that the small amount o f 1'iee 
alkali in tne soiys does n o t injure 
the 
t r e e . 


It is n o t definitely known wlu-thi>r 
it is any special constituent o f the 
powder that 
affects the tree. 
It is 
the purpose of this investigation, t o 
first analyze the powders used, second, 
to take a solution of each constituent 
in the sume srtength as it is used in 
the spray, and to spray it on a plant 
or tree, finding the effect of ouch. 


In general, tho powders consist of 
curd soup, which hus been dried and 
ground, sodium carbonate, caustic pot- 


or hydrochloric acid. 
This gives the 
alkali combined with fatty 
matter. 


Alkali

The reagents used were all made 
in the laboratory as needed. The 
methyl orange solution contained one 
gram per liter of water.

Tile strength of powder used in mnk- 
ing the sprays is usually one pound 
of soap to six gallons of water. 
Some 
sprayers put the soaw directly into the 
tank of water, but one sprayer has 
found that better results are obtained 
by first adding just enough water to 
the powder to make an emulsion of it, 
then adding this to the rest of the 
water. 
The supply 
tanks 
contain a 
good agitatpr, in order to prevent the 
insoluble matter frotu settling. The 
sprny is applied in tho form of a fine 
mist through a nozzle, at a pressure 
of two hundred pounds, obtained by 
a force pump. The sprayers who have 
been 
accustomed to the use ofr tlft 
powders as a fumicide do not get the 
best results, because they do'not tho»- 
oughly saturate the leaves and twigs 
with the spray. In order to thorougnly 
saturate tho tree, much more powder 
than is commonly used is necessary, 
On nccount of this it might be com­ 
mercially impracticable 
to use the 
sprays' in this way at a reasonable 
cost. 
\ 


Tho sprays are always mixed and 
sprayod cold, but there might be a way 
of improvement by using 
hot solu­ 
tions, and changing the constitution 
of tho spray. In the packing houses, 
tho powders are dissolved in hot wa­ 
ter to wash the fruit, as it is found 
that it is much more effect!vo in this 
way. Some packing house officials think 
that this hot solution treatment, is a 
preventive of the brown spots that ap­ 
pear on early • orange ' shipments, i f 
it will do this, a hot spray might be 
made which will be more effective on 
tho trees. 


Tho three powders most used, Mer­ 
maid Washing 
Powder/ 
Lighthouse 
powdor, and Gold 
Dust, 
also cnllcd 
Hold Dine, were analyzed. 
The Euco 
brand, which is also used, is nothing 
more than Lighthouso powder with a 
little oucalyptus oil added to give it 
an odor. 


When tho manufacturers wore asked 
about tho method of manufneturo and 
the constituents of" the powders, two 
replied that tho data asked for wero 
trado secrets, while the third, the man- 
that the powder was made of curd 
soap, which was dried and powdered, 
with nothing added afterward. The 
analysis ho gave is it) Table I.

Mermaid powdor: Curd soap, 50 per 
cent; Sodium carbonate, 37.5 per cent; 
Sodium bicarbonate, 0.05 percent; bal­

This manufacturer stated that when 
ono pound of powder was mixed with 
six gallons of water, and properly ap­ 
plied at two hundred pounds pressure, 
it would eradicato the scale without 
injuring the trees or fruit. 
However, 
in use it acts the same as any other 
powder in injuring the trees. In tho 
analysis, each sample was thoroughly 
mixml before a sample was taken out 
of it.

It Is seen 
from the above table, 
that in addition to sodium stearate, so­ 
dium carbonate, and insoluble matter, 
there is present in the spray solution 
free sodium hydroxid. As noted above, 
Van Slyke and Urnor (Van Slyke and 
Urner, J. Am. Chem. Soc, 1904, page 
134.) have determined that free sodium 
hydroxid nOt to exceed five percent is 
not injurious to the trees. 
The con­ 
clusion may be drawn, therefore, that 
except >B very dilute solutions, the free 
sodiurrt hydroxid is not present in 
quantities

The approximate composition of soap 
powders has not beon found. In the 
second phase of the investigation it is 
proposed, to make separate

together thta is injurious. Tho sodium 
[.soap for this was prepared by treat­ 
ing a given weight of stenric acid with 
the correct molecular proportion of so­ 
dium carbonate.

ate was dissolved in water and added 
to the melted stearic acid. The whole 
was boiled for several hours. 
Due to 
lack of time before the completion of 
this paper, this soap was not used, in 
spraying ,the plants. An Ivory soap 
solution was substituted for it. 


The Ivory soap solution, the sodium 
carbonate 
solution, 
Mermaid and 
Lighthouse soap % powders 
were pre­ 
pared in the strength as used on the 
orange trees and sprayed on young oat 
and wheat plants. The work was done 
with a hand pump and the plants were 
thoroughly saturated. 'The results ob­ 
tained are shown in tables six and sev­ 
en.

Tho results from this experiment are 
still uader 
observation. No definite 
conclusion can bo drawa at tho pres­ 
ent time. 
When the result from wheat 
and oats is known, it is expected to 
carry out the experiment on citrus 
trees," and to find exactly all that is 
suggested here. 


As a conclusion, wo seem able to say 
that tho harinfulness of tho sprays, 
and their effectiveness on scale may be 
properly adusted by different strengths 
of solution, difforont methods of appli­ 
cation, and a standard powder. It is 
expected to carry this 
investigation 
on to cover 
those 
possibilities. It 
seems possible that soap powders may 
be devoloped into one of the best of 
all spniys for tho killing of black scale. 


Summary:

Thnt the powders are far from being 
of the same relative value. 
Mermaid 
is good, Gold Dust has a high percent 
of moisture, while Lighthouse is not 
much bojter than sand.

Tho sprays are generally believed to 
bo u strong alkali solution, but the 
amount of free alkali is found to be, 
contrary to the belief, extremely small. 


When soap
